Dental clinics will be built and ready for use 
at four Altona schools by the start of the 


next school year. 


The clinics will be at Altona West, Altona 
East, Altona North and Altona Gate Prim- 


ary schools. : 

The Altona North 
School clinic will also be 
available to any St. Leo’s 
primary school * children 
needing treatment. 

In all the dental cen- 
tres, pre-school children 
in the areas around each 
school will be eligible for 
treatment. ‘ 

The centres will be 
staffed by dental thera- 
pists, who will be quali- 
fied to do check-ups, 
minor fillings and to fully 
treat baby teeth. 

The therapists who will 
begin service at the Al- 
tona schools next year, 
will be from the first in- 
take of students gradu- 
ating after a two-year 
course at Melbourne’s 
Dental Therapy School. 

The first intake of stu- 
dents was in February 
last year. 

The scheme is a States 
Federal Government pro- 
ject, and requires that the 
therapy given at clinics 


be under -the general di- 
rection and supervision 
of dental officers. 

Altona council is con- 
cerned that the Govern- 
ment decision to build 
clinics at both the Altona 
East and Altona North 
schools could he a waste 
of money. 

The council has dental 
clinic facilities 
Ronald Avenue Kinder- 
garten, which is midway 
between the two schools, 

However, the kinder- 
Barten service is only 
available to children 
under six, whereas the 
clinics proposed by the 
Government will treat 
children to 15 years. 

The council believes 
that the Ronald Avenue 
centre could be used by 
the Government thera- 
pists, “as a means of cost 
saving to the taxpayer.”

Starfish are eati 


ng the life out of 


Port Phillip Bay and seriously 


threatening the 


fishing industry. 


These claims were made last week 
by a man who spends much of his life 


under water. 


He is Fred Glasbrenner, an abalone 


diver of ‘May Street, 


“The starfish are tak- 
ing over our natural reefs 
and devouring everything 
in their path... jellyfish, 
crabs, abalone, mussels, 
all kinds of shellfish, 
even spiny sea urchins 
and seaweed,” he said, 


Fred has been diving 
professionally in the bay 
for 1] years and says he’s 
never seen anything like 
it. 

“The situation has got 
so bad in the last couple 
of years that if they keep 
oing all that will be 
eft is bate reef.” 


The starfish Fred 
refers to are the ‘cosci- 
nasteni as calamaria, 
species. 

They each have 1! ten- 
tacles and a stomach 
out from 
their body allowing ‘them 
to choke the life out of 
shellfish and vegetation, 


On an average dive, 
Fred kills about 100 star- 
fish and fifty per cent of 
them have a shellfish or 
abalone in their clutches, 

“All I do is wound 
them in the stomach with 
an: abalone knife ‘and 
their own kind eat them,” 
he said. 

Fred partly blames 
amateur fishermen for 
the plague of star fish 
“ When they catch one 
they tear it in half and 
throw it back, causing 
the starfish to multiply.” 

Fred has appealed on 
television for the Fish- 
eries and Wildlife De- 
partment to do something 
positive to alleviate the 
situation. 

“And I've contacted 
them three times... but 
got no reaction. 

-“E want them to come 
out with me and I'll show 
them just how bad things 
are, It’s frightening. 

Fred is concerned be- 
cause the ecology of the 
bay is threatened. and so 
is a lucrative livelihood, 

“I’ve been out on the 
bay making films, taking 
samples while other div- 
ers have been earning

Abalone fishing de-, 
pends on weather condi- 
tions. 

“Sometimes we can’t 
work for three weeks,” 


Fred also seeks co- 
operation from other aba- 
lone divers in killing 
starfish in the bay and 
bringing them out of the 
water. 


“If each boat brought 
out. a bagful a day, we 
could hold them back,” 
he said. : 

After talking to Fred, 1 
contacted Conrad Beins- 
sen, officer-in-charge of 
marine fisheries research 
at the Fisheries and Wiid- 
life Department. 


He agreed there had 
been a “dramatic in- 
crease” of starfish in cer-
